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SONGS ARE BORN AT MIDNIGHT 


It was the death of Lizzie DeArmond’s daughter that 
inspired the grief-stricken mother to write, “We’ll Say 
Good Night Here but Good Morning up There.” 

Beset by financial difficulties, and grieving over the 
impending death of his wife, a California minister 
(Maxwell Cornelius) penned the words of a now-famous 
hymn “Some Time We’ll Understand.” Shortly thereafter, 
he read the poem at her funeral. 

A Chicago businessman, H. G. Spafford, lost his four 
children in a mid-ocean disaster. Sometime later he 
wrote the hymn, “It Is Well With My Soul.” And it was 
well with the souls of his four children, for all of them 
had accepted Christ in a Dwight L. Moody meeting shortly 
before their ill-fated voyage. 

John Gould was a successful businessman and musician. 
Failing health caused him to plan an ocean voyage to 
Algiers, a trip from which he never returned. On the night 
before ‘embarkation, he composed the music for Edward 
Hopper’s “Jesus, Saviour Pilot Me.” 

And Hopper himself was not without his share of trials. 
A mission superintendent in New York City, for many 
years he suffered with severe heart trouble. He died 
suddenly while writing a poem about heaven.—Phil Kerr.

The Changing World 

What vast changes have taken place 
in this old world since 1945! The time 
has come for the Church to take more 
active interest in this generation of 
young people. Our young people are 
living in a militarized civilization, and, 
for many reasons, we believe that they 
will continue to live in this kind of 
atmosphere for a long time to come. 
I am writing from Berlin, 115 miles 
within the Russian Zone. I feel the 
tenseness of the German people. They 
live only from day to day, wondering 
what is likely to happen on the mor- 
row. This condition has brought a new 
situation into American life. 

The struggle which we call a cold 
war, for want of a better name, en- 
velops the globe. We find American 
youth in every country under the sun. 
The present struggle with Commu- 
nism necessitates armed American 
preparedness on a tremendous scale 
for many years to come. All of us and 
our church organizations will continue 
to oe affected by this militarized way 
of life. 

The fact is that most young men 
and many young women of this gen- 
eration are serving in uniform in the 
Far East, the Middle East, the Far 
North, and Europe. I have personally 
visited most of these places, and I 
have seen them there. It is no longer a 
dream, for they walk the streets of ev- 
ery country, with the exception of 
Russia and China. 

One million of our young men enter 
military service each year, and one 
million return to civilian life each 
year. The condition in which they re- 
turn to civilian life depends, to a great 
degree, on the pre-induction prepara- 
tion given them for their tour of duty. 
We cannot minimize the responsibility 
of the Church to these young people, 
who find themselves in the center of 
this trying situation. Military service 
is going to continue, and our junior 
and intermediate boys in Sunday 
School are going to see military train- 
ing and active duty. If we have failed 
with those who are already in the 
service or those who are about to en- 
ter, we can still turn our attention to 
these younger ones and indoctrinate 
them in the fundamentals of the 
Word of God so that they will be bet- 
ter prepared spiritually for their tour 
of duty.

BIBLE BY BALLOON EFFECTIVE 
(EP) Balloon-carried Bibles and 
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gospel tracts, released by the Inter- 
national Council of Christian Church- 
es, are having their impact behind the 
Iron Curtain, the North American 
Newspaper Alliance reports. According 
to word based on interviews with re- 
fugees slipping into West Germany, 
people are reading the tracts, whic 
were printed in Polish, Czech, and 
Russian. The report has spurred 1,000 
leaders to attempt to “air express” 
500,000 Bibles and millions of tracts 
within the next few months. 


ALCOHOLICS COST CALIFORNIA 
TWELVE TIMES MORE THAN 
LIQUOR TAX 

LOS ANGELES (EP) California’s al- 
coholics annually cost the State twelve 
times the total revenue derived from 
liquor taxes, according to Dr. Lester 
Breslow of the State Department of 
Public Health, says the Los Angeles 
Times. He made this assertion recent- 
ly at the closing session of the Insti- 
tute for the Prevention of Alcoholism. 
The sessions were held at Loma Linda. 
Dr. Breslow puts the cost of alcoholism 
to California at $300,000,000 annually. 
He said this includes hospital, police, 
and treatment costs, plus loss of in- 
come. Liquor revenues provide $25, 
000,000 a year. 


WORK OF FLYING SAUCERS 
CONTINUES 

AMARILLO, Texas (EP) General 
Nathan F. Twining, the Air Force 
Chief of Staff, said today that the Air 
Force has the best brains in the coun- 
try working on “the flying saucer 
problem.” Twining said that about 90 
per cent of the reports of ay, | sau- 
cers are pure imagination, but the Air 
Force can’t explain the other 10 per 
cent. “We just don’t know about that 
10 percent,” he said. “If they are from 
Mars, and there are a people and a 
world that far ahead of us, I don’t 
think we even have to worry about it.” 

So far, he said, no facts have been 
uncovered to show that there is any- 
thing to flying saucers. But, he said, 
“some very reliable” persons have re- 
ported flying objects that can’t be 
identified. “We are certainly working 
on the — and are not discount- 
ing all these reports,” he said. 


ATOMIC COST SET AT 11 BILLIONS 

NEW YORK (EP) World atomic su- 
premacy has cost American taxpayers 
$11,000,000,000 since 1947, Chairman 
Lewis L. Strauss of the Atomic Energy 
Commission said recently. That was 
the bill for uranium, plants and lab- 
oratories, manufacture of test weap- 
ons, and fundamental research, he 





said. It included hydrogen bomb de- 
velopments through last summer, ac- 
cording to Strauss’ computations. The 
figure does not include estimates in 
the budget bill now —— in Con- 
gress, Strauss said. Operating costs 
now have reached the $1,000,000,000- 
o-year mark, he said, and they may 
ouble. 


HOPE TO CONTROL LEPROSY SOON 


DALLAS, Texas (EP) World-wide 
control of leprosy by 1974 was set as 
the goal of American Leprosy Mis- 
sions, Inc., at the agency’s forty-sixth 
annual convention here. Harold H. 
Henderson, general secretary, said 
that year was selected as the “target” 
because it is the centennial of the iso- 
lation of the leprosy germ by Dr. Ger- 
hard Armauer Hansen. “There never 
was a day until now when any person 
could justify a terminal date when 
apy | might be brought under con- 
trol,” he said, “but now we are on the 
threshold of a new day and a goal can 
be set.” 

Although generally optimistic, Mr. 
Henderson stressed the need for gov- 
ernments of areas where Hansen’s dis- 
ease persists to assume complete re- 
sponsibility for its control. But he said 
that “we stand ready to care for the 
needs of victims not covered by oth- 
ers.” American Leprosy Missions, 
founded in 1906, maintains or aids 153 
leper colonies, hospitals, and institu- 
tions in 38 countries with the coopera- 
tion of 61 Protestant mission boards. 


SAYS BIBLE MUST EQUAL TV SET 


PITTSBURGH, Penn. (EP) Unless 
the Bible is given a place in the home 
“no less apace wear than the TV set,” 
America is in danger of losing the cold 
war, a leading industrialist warned 
here. Clifford F. Hood, president of 
the U.S. Steel Corporation, said that 
“Christianity and freedom are insep- 
arable” and urged a return to Bible 
study to avert loss of individual lib- 
erty in this country. He addressed the 
tenth annual Lenten corporate com- 
munion service of the Pittsburgh Epis- 
copal diocese. “Wheréver freedom has 
retreated before the onslaught of 
Communism or its equivalent, the ac- 
tual practicing of Christianity like- 
wise has lost ground,” Mr. Hood said. 


Some part of the Bible has been 
published in 1,077 languages and dia- 
lects, as of December 31, 1953, accord- 
ing to a statement issued by the 
American Bible Society. Despite these 
amazing strides, there is still a long 
way to go, for at least another 1,000 
languages await translation. 
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Pilate, procurator of all Judea, invited a milling 

throng of excited, gesticulating people to be- 
hold the Man Christ Jesus. It was most unusual that such 
a crowd would be assembled in Pilate’s judgment Hall at 
that early hour, but this was a different occasion—an 
angry mob was clamoring for the very life of Jesus. Jesus 
stood meekly before Pilate; His hands were bound behind 
Him, and a tattered purple garment lay across His shoul- 
ders and a crown of thorns was on His brow. His eyes, 
deep, translucent and framed in sockets of Gethse- 
manean haggardness, reflected the tenderness and com- 
passion that He had for mankind. Certainly this must 
have been the Man. Why, even Pilate could not call Him 
just a man. 

Jesus was led out of Pilate’s presence and up Calvary’s 
mountain, where He was crucified between two thieves. 
Around the cross was a mixed multitude of people. Some 
were laughing, jeering, mocking, and accusing; others 
were pointing their fingers of scorn and ridicule. There 
were a few faithful followers and ardent admirers whose 
hearts were overwhelmed with sorrow while their eyes 
were flooded with tears at what they were witnessing 
there that day. An uncanny darkness loomed over the 
earth, and lightning flashed through the skies like dag- 
gers of fire! There were mighty thunderings; an earth- 
quake. broke rocks into pieces and rent the veil of the 
Temple from top to bottom. During all this horrible scene, 
Jesus prayed for the forgiveness of those who had cruelly 
mistreated Him. Then, when all the centuries of future 
time seemed to be compressed into one moment, He cried, 
“It is finished,” and His life expired. The price was paid 
for sin far and wide—salvation was complete! 

In the mixed crowd around the cross, amid shouting 
and confusion, everyone held his own opinion of Christ. 
Some believed He would have led the Jews against the 
Roman Empire but had failed. Others thought He was a 
threat to some men’s positions. There were those who 
believed Him to be a good man, deluded and deceived. 
Many called Him a blasphemer and a conspirator, but 
most thought He was an impostor worthy of death.

John the Baptist saw Jesus as the Lamb of God and 
referred to Him as such in John 1:29. John was the last 
prophet of the Old Testament and the first evangelist 
of the New Testament. As a prophet, he proclaimed God’s 
Word to Israel, calling her from lethargy. He preached 
and worked like a prophet, and because he was a prophet, 
he looked upon Jesus as a lamb. A slain lamb in the Old 
Testament was the requirement for the atonement of 
sins. As an evangelist, John saw Christ as the One who 
was able to take away the sins of the whole world. Of 
course, to see Christ as a Lamb, we must see Him as the 
Son of God. He is the fulfillment of the law and all that 
grace could produce. 

One day when Bartimaeus was sitting near the city 
limits of Jericho, a strange noise came to his hearing. 
Listening intently as a throng of people passed that way, 
he heard the name of Jesus mentioned by one in the 
fringe of the crowd. Bartimaeus, remembering what Je- 
sus had done for others in need, was seized with excite- 
ment. Faith was awakened, and his hope quickly grew 
as he cupped his hands to his mouth and cried out, “Je- 
sus, thou Son of David, have mercy on me.” The crowd. 
tried to discourage him, but he cried all the louder in 
his desperation. After Jesus heard Bartimaeus’ request, 
He commanded him to receive his sight, and He asserted 
that his faith was the great factor in his healing. Bar- 
timaeus’ attitude was different from that of the crowd 
following Jesus. They expected Jesus to re-establish the 
throne of David in that time, but Bartimaeus saw Jesus 
as a Saviour and a Healer. May we look upon Him as an 
all-sufficient Christ—One who supplies our every need 
for spirit, soul, and body. 

A young ruler came to Jesus inquiring the way to eter- 
nal life. Presumably having inherited his wealth, he ex- 
pected to inherit eternal life also, but Jesus didn’t an- 
swer the flattery of his mouth—He answered the heart. 
That young man wanted Jesus’ philosophy, as if He were 
no more than another Socrates, Plato, or Aristotle. After 
Jesus told the man what he must do, he turned away 
tearfully, not because he was repentant, but because he 
was scorned. The statements of Jesus do not form hooks

WHAT IS SIN? 





sin,” Proverbs 24:9a. Neglect of 


and God has forbidden it, we should turn from all 

sin for the same reason. Sin is a dishonor to God, 
a reproach to Christ, a grief to the Holy Spirit, and a 
wound to Christianity. Only one sin can do much harm; 
only one sin stripped the angels of their dignity and 
glory; only one sin robbed our first parents of their dig- 
nity and power; only one disease may rob you of all your 
health; only one thief may rob you of all your wealth; 
only one dagger plunged into your heart may kill as ef- 
fectively as ten. If a ship springs a leak in ten places 
and all places are stopped except one, that one leak will 
sink the ship. We cannot take one sin into our bosom 
and shut out all the others. They come in swarms at 
the bid of the lone occupant. I deplore sin because in its 
cunning, deceitful, shameful way it is the ruination of 
many people. 

We should remember that “we are the temples of the 
Holy Spirit” and that a holy God will not share honors 
with an unholy devil. We cannot divide our hearts be- 
tween holiness and sin, nor between Christ and the world. 
We must abandon all sin—our open sin, our secret sins, 
our small sins, and our large sins. May the Holy Spirit 
impress us now that sin is sin, hell is hot, eternity is long, 
and God will be our Judge, according to His Holy Word. 

WHERE DID SIN ORIGINATE? 

God tells us in 1 John 3:8, “He that committeth sin is 
of the devil; for the devil sinneth from the beginning. 
For this purpose the Son of God was manifested, that he 

' might destroy the works of the devil.” (Read also John 
8:44.) We learn from the Scripture that “God created 
man in his own image,” Genesis 1:27. God created man, 
not only with a soul and body, but also with a spirit 
within him that he might know the things of God and 
have fellowship with Him. God created Adam and Eve 
without sin; they were created in the image of God and 
His Son and were placed in the Garden of Eden. He made 
provisions for their every need. They were surrounded 
with the beauty of nature. There was only one restriction 
made, Genesis 2:16, 17. Adam and Eve did not need to 
know evil, but the serpent was more subtile than any 
beast of the field which the Lord had made. He deceived

WHAT EFFECT DOES SIN HAVE ON AN INDIVIDUAL? 

1. SIN BLINDS. One who is spiritually blind cannot see 
the beauty of Christ. “He that hateth his brother is in 
darkness, and knoweth not whither he goeth, because 
that darkness hath blinded his eyes,” 1 John 2:11. 

2. SIN DEFILES. When our hearts are impure, we can- 
not conceive holy things, for those things which come 
out of the mouth come from the heart, and they defile 
the man, Matthew 15:19. 

3. SIN PARALYZES. The will is ineffective, “For the 
living know that they shall die: but the dead know not 
any thing, neither have they any more reward,” Ec- 
clesiastes 9:5. 

4. SIN DECEIVES. “But exhort one another daily, while 
it is called Today; lest any of you be hardened through 
the deceitfulness of sin,” Hebrews 3:13. 

5. SIN ROBS. The sinner is robbed of that peace of 
God which passeth all understanding, Isaiah 48:22. 

6. SIN BRINGS REPROACH. “Righteousness exalteth a 
nation: but sin is a reproach to any people,” Proverbs 
14:34. 

7. SIN BRINGS SHAME. “And many of them that 
sleep in the dust of the earth shall awake, some to ever- 
lasting life, some to shame and everlasting contempt,” 
Daniel 12:2. 

8. SIN BRINGS SORROW. Every sorrow is the conse- 
quence of sin. The Psalmist prayed in Psalm 51:9, 12a, 
“Hide thy face from my sins. Restore unto me the joy of 
salvation.” 

9. SIN CAUSES HATRED. Only one who has sin in his 
heart can hold a bitter aversion against his fellow man, 
Proverbs 8:36. 

10. SIN BRINGS SICKNESS. “And a certain man was 
there, which had an infirmity thirty and eight years... 
the impotent man answered him, Sir, I have no man, 
when the water is troubled, to put me into the pool... 
Jesus saith unto him, Rise, take up thy bed and walk. 
And immediately the man was made whole .. . Afterward 
Jesus findeth him in the temple, and said unto him,

..» When? Where? Who Fighting? ...

Daniel 11:36, 45, “And the king shall do according to 
his will; and he shall exalt himself, and magnify him- 
self above every god, and shall speak marvelous things 
against the God of gods, and shall prosper till the in- 
dignation be accomplished: for that that is determined 
shall be done. Yet he shail come to his end, and none 
shall help him.” 


N AUGUST 6, 1945, a new era was ushered in on 
Or perplexed people of a war-torn world. The 

darkest hours of World War II were seemingly 
past but still the battle raged. The most decisive blow 
of the war came on that tense August morning as a lone 
plane flew 18,000 miles over the troubled waters of the 
Pacific to drop the first atomic bomb of the war; thus 
killing 140,000 Japanese people and leaving the city of 
Hiroshima in ruin. 

Since that time science has progressed with such ra- 
pidity that its discoveries and events have caused su- 
spense the world over, for a cloak of fear is settling 
around its inhabitants. Have these achievements les- 
sened world tension? Have they put the uneasy minds 
of men at ease? Have they brought peace within the 
grasp of the peace loving? Quite the contrary, for they 
have prompted men of all walks of life to fear for the 
security of tomorrow. Yes, even those of high political 
standing have predicted a dark future. While President 
of the United States, Harry S. Truman said, “Atomic 
war will start on or at least by 1954.” While serving as 
supreme commander of forces in Europe, ex-General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower said, “Modern weapons leave the 
world with very little hope of tomorrow.” 


NEVER has there been such a feeling of un- 
certainty prevailing in the minds of men as there is to- 
day. People are living in constant fear, knowing that an 
unfavorable reaction will be the outgrowth of the evil 
spirit of greed and lust for power in the world. 

Nations are girding themselves for a titanic struggle 
for supremacy. Factories, producing implements of war, 
are going day and night. The national stockpiles are be- 
ing enlarged to increase preparedness. Men are being 
trained in the artful use of modern warfare, for the 
weapons of only yesterday are outmoded and laid aside 
to make way for more powerful, modern weapons. 

The Atlantic and Pacific are no longer walls of defense 
that they have been down through the centuries. The 
age of jets, robots, and atomic power has made it pos- 
sible to strike a disastrous blow by air from almost any 
point in the world. Not only a city, but a nation can be 
greatly weakened by bombs capable of destroying, not 
hundreds or thousands, but millions of people at one 
time. 


WHAT WILL BE the final outcome of this 
evil spirit? Bible scholars are agreed that the stage is 
being prepared for the appearance of the antichrist and 
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that Satan is the prime instigator of this compelling in- 
fluence. This will inevitably lead to the rapture of the 
Church and to the dawning of the great tribulation per- 
iod. 

As to the days following the rapture, we are not left 
ignorant, for God has given us a vivid picture in His 
Word concerning these days. There can be no doubt that 
sadness and turmoil will exist after the Church has been 
raptured, and the antichrist has exalted himself as God. 
While many have, to some extent, foretold the awfulness 
of that day, words have failed to give a true concept of 
its great distress. 

Winning the confidence of a frustrated people by flat- 
teries, many shall cleave to him in hope that he will re- 
store their lands. Prosperity will be his for a season, but 
the closing days of his reign will be days of great con- 
fusion, for subjects who have been under him will revolt 
because of the intensified spirit of the age. The refusal 
of many Jews to accord him the worship he demands 
will infuriate him: “Therefore he shall go forth with 
great fury to destroy, and utterly to make away many,” 
Daniel 11:44. 

Angered by the Jewish rebellion, he will sweep down 
upon the city of Jerusalem, where the houses will be 
rifled, the women and children ravished and slaughtered 
and led into captivity. God’s chosen people will be victims 
of a mad, murderous, devil-inspired incursion. It is 
through the influence of this Satan-possessed leader 
that opposition against the kingdom of Christ will cul- 
minate in an international conference and further de- 
fiance against the Lord’s purposes. 

Not yet satisfied with his attack on the Jewish people, 
the antichrist will withdraw his armies to his palatial 
tents, located between the Dead Sea and the Mediter= 
ranean Sea—between the glorious holy mountain. Here 
he will make plans for further aggression, which will 
lead to the bloodiest conflict of all times. This will take 
place in the valley of Megiddo, located west of the Jordan 
in the plain of Jesreel. 


WITH ONE LAST furious, concerted, demon- 
inspired effort, they will hurl their armies against Jeru- 
salem’s people, against God, and against His Christ. This 
will be the battle of Armageddon—the battle in which 
the Lord, at His coming in glory, will deliver the Jewish 
remanent, besieged by the Gentile world powers under 
the antichrist or the beast and false prophet. (Revelation 
16:13-16.) John declares, “And I saw heaven opened, 
and behold a white horse; and he that sat upon him was 
called Faithful and True, and in righteousness he doth 
judge and make war. His eyes were as a flame of fire, 
and on his head were many crowns; and he had a name 
written, that no man knew, but he himself. And he was 
clothed with a vesture dipped in blood: and his name i 
called The Word of God. And the armies which were i

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Ye Which Are spiritual

Text: Galatians 6:1, “Brethren, if a man be overtaken 
in a fault, YE WHICH ARE SPIRITUAL, restore such an 
one in the spirit of meekness; considering thyself, lest 
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Galatia had been very successful. By the multi- 

tudes the people had accepted salvation by faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ. Later Jewish teachers came 
along teaching insistently that the Gentiles could not 
be Christians unless they kept the law of Moses. The 
Galatians were wholeheartedly carried away with this 
Jewish doctrine. When Paul heard of this falling away 
of his brethren, he, assuring them that salvation comes 
only by their faith in the Lord Jesus Christ, wrote this 
letter to them expressing how foolish they had been to 
accept this false doctrine. “Knowing that a man is not 
justified by the works of the law, but by the faith of 
Jesus Christ, even we have believed in Jesus Christ, that 
we might be justified by the faith of Christ, and not by 
the works of the law: for by the works of the law shall 
no flesh be justified,” Galatians 2:16. This letter was 
written about 57 A.D. 

Not very long ago I was confronted with a very serious 
question, which in turn created a problem for me. Pre- 
vious to this time when I had read from the Scriptures, 
“Walk in the Spirit, and ye shall not fulfil the lust of the 
flesh,” I was troubled by this one question “What is 
meant by this expression?” How do you walk in the 
Spirit? I knew that Paul was not referring that we should 
walk around in a trance all the time, because that would 
cause us to be a mystery instead of an example to our 
fellow man. I knew, also, that a person’s spirituality 
could not be truly measured in his manner of dress, 
his frequency of shouting, or the manner in which he 
spoke with other tongues. When I was just a babe in 
Christ, I used this criteria for every Christian I would 
see. My, how silly I was to use such a yardstick to judge 
others! I was never truly satisfied with this belief, be- 
cause it was merely how I looked at the situation. My 
belief was not scripturally sound. All of our beliefs are 
not sound or true unless they are founded upon the 
Scriptures, and the Scriptures alone. We should not form 
beliefs based upon the idea that I believe because our 
pastor or Brother or Sister So-and-so believes it. They 
may be wrong. We should believe what God’s Word says 
to us. We must stand and stand alone on what the 
Scriptures say—not on what we think He says or what 
we want Him to say, but on what He says. The Scriptures 
are the Word of God. Therefore, the Lord says the same 
thing to everyone, and He means exactly what He says. 
You can believe what you want to about God’s Word, but 
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thou also be tempted.” 


you cannot believe what you want to and be right. You 
must believe what God says to you in His Word. This idea 
that anyone can believe what he wants to believe and 
that everyone’s belief is right is absolutely false. God is 
truth! He cannot lie; therefore, whatsoever He says is 
truth. How would God’s Word judge us in the day of 
judgment if we stood before the judgment bar of God 
and said, “I believe this way about it’? Could anyone be 
fairly judged with such beliefs? No, not by our holy and 
righteous heavenly Father! 


NoT BEING SATISFIED with this belief 
about spirituality, I said, “Well, Lord, what do you mean 
when you say, ‘Walk in the Spirit’?” Not long after this 
prayer, as I was reading from the fifth and sixth chap- 
ters of Galatians, I read, “This I say then, Walk in the 
Spirit, and ye shall not fulfil the lust of the flesh. For 
the flesh lusteth against the Spirit, and the Spirit 
against the flesh: and these are contrary the one to the 
other: so that ye cannot do the things that ye would. 
But if ye be led of the Spirit, ye are not under the law. 
Now the works of the flesh are manifest, which are 
these; Adultery, fornication, uncleanness, lasciviousness, 
Idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, variance, emulations, wrath, 
strife, seditions, heresies, Envyings, murders, drunken- 
ness, revellings, and such like: of the which I tell you 
before, as I have also told you in time past, that they 
which do such things shall not inherit the kingdom of 
God. But the fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, long- 
suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, Meekness, tem- 
perance: against such there is no law. And they that 
are Christ’s have crucified the flesh with the affections 
and lusts. If we live in the Spirit, let us also walk in the 
Spirit,” Galatians 5:16-25. All of my questions were an- 
swered as I read the Word. How wonderful is the Lord to 
reveal His Word to us. Bless His holy name! Walking in 
the Spirit simply means following after the fruits of the 
Spirit. We are spiritual only to the extent of our yield- 
ingness to the Spirit, and thus permitting the Spirit to 
bring forth its fruits in our lives. The more fruits of the 
Spirit we have working in our lives, the more spiritual 
we are—therefore the less fleshly. The less fruits of the 
Spirit working in our lives, the more fleshly we are— 
therefore the less spiritual. 

There is no limit to our spirituality, because there is no 
limit to the workings of the fruits of the Holy Spirit. “But

FASTNACHT IN GERMANY

T THIS TIME of the year, conservative, cultured 

Germany seems to go completely insane. One can 

scarcely believe his eyes when he sees such a 
change take place almost overnight. One day everyone is 
going about his business modestly and simply dressed, and 
the next, homes, hotels, stores, and restaurants change 
into madhouses. Gaudy decorations and vulgar pictures 
adorn these places, and wherever one looks, you see men 
and women dressed in all sorts of costumes and acting 
quite crazy. They may come up to you and hit you over 
the head, but you dare not do anything. They may curse 
and swear against the president and Government, but no 
one may interfere. One may do whatever he wishes at 
this time of the year, because it is “Fastnacht.” 

“Fastnacht” was introduced by the Catholic Church. 
They propose a fast and consecration before Passion 
Week, and before this fasting time begins, they allow 
themselves any pleasure they desire. Entire Germany is 
swept up in this madness, and there is no limit to the sin 
and evil committed during this time. Immediately after 
Christmas, a round of balls and parties are begun, and 
from then until Ash Wednesday everyone talks nothing 
but “Fastnacht.” One can scarcely recognize this wild, 
mad Germany as the usual quiet, hard-working Germany 
which most of the world knows. 

On Ash Wednesday, after the “Fastnacht” period has 
ended, all Catholics go to service, and there they put 
ashes upon their heads and make atonement for the sins 
committed during their festivities. A so-called fast is be- 
gun, but today it is only mockery in its ugliest form. There 
is not a trace of sincerity left. How our hearts bleed as we 
must look at this departure from godliness and sanity. We 
are at present in two revivals in an effort to throw a red 
light across the paths of these frolicing, pleasure-mad 
people. 

What a way to usher in the week of Christ’s suffering! 
Yet, if we stop to think, the entire world is literally in a 
“Fastnacht” celebration. How many are saying, “I will 
allow myself all the pleasure my heart desires and then 
will seek atonement for my sins afterwards”! How many 
will be caught in this trap when Jesus Christ comes back 
to earth! How many have plunged into eternity hugging 
this empty, worthless promise which cheated them in the 
end! 

Surely you think as we do. “What would happen if 
Christ or death should come during this time of mad en- 
joyment?” The people would plunge into hell exactly as 
they will after they have covered their heads with ashes 
and fasted (or pretended to) so big. This trap for men’s 
souls is surely one of Satan’s masterpieces. 
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Brother Wade Horton visited us recently. His messages 
were so powerful, and delivered with such authority that 
we were stimulated and inspired to surge forward with 
new boldness and strength. Our hearts were fired with a 
new passion to preach the beauty of Jesus and the ugli- 
ness of sin until Germany is swept with a revival of pure 
religion.

This method has become the key to open the most 
difficult doors. The number of students for 1954 has been

Your prayers and help in the past have been greatly 
appreciated, and I must thank you on behalf of the 
Central African work very much. The Shangaan saying 
is “A ku si fika nkari wo veka matlari”; that is, “The 
time has not come to lay down your spears.”

NEWS LETTER FOM HAITI 


Dear Friends at home: 

The Lord is still blessing in Haiti. A few weeks ago 
Brother Lacombe, district pastor of the Port-au-Prince 
District, was at St. Marc for special services Sunday 
morning and Sunday night. Eight received the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost that Sunday, including the preacher— 
a result of our Bible School and Brother Stoppe’s teach- 
ing. 

In another few weeks we will be dedicating a new 
church building at Cabaret. The Board (that is, you folk 
at home) helped us build it, but the members of the 
Cabaret Church also did their part. The other week they 
had a harvest festival to raise construction money. They 
raised $210.20, American money, which is not bad for a 
country church on the mission field with only eighty- 
four members. Watch the Evangel and you will see more 
about the dedication later. 

A few weeks ago Brother Heil and I went to Grande 
Riviere for a special Sunday service. It took nearly all 
day Saturday, eleven hours, to get there. That included 
time-out for car trouble and two hours on horseback. 
We made it back in nine hours. This church is called 
the Friendship Memorial. The Friendship Sunday School 
Class of the Tremont Avenue Church in Greenville, S.C., 
gave money to help build it. While we were there, twenty- 
four persons were baptized in water, most of whom were 
from the Grande Riviere Church. The district pastor 
dedicated thirty-seven babies. When he and I were there 
six months previously, he dedicated over twenty. If we 
can win all the children, our future membership should 
be good. 

After the morning service and dinner, we started home. 
Much of the narrow road winds through the mountains 
and is full of hairpin curves. We were on this section 
about 8:30 Sunday night. I was thinking of the churches 
back home and the fact that the ones in the eastern 
and central time zones were then in service. All of a sud- 
den it seemed that I heard an inner voice praying and 
saying: “Lord, bless our missionaries wherever they may 
be tonight.” I believe with all my heart that someone, 
somewhere was praying. 

The twelfth of this month the bulldozer started on the 
road into our new property. It’s a Caterpillar D-8, which 
is a big machine. Much to our surprise it cut the road 
through in three days. We’ll be putting in ditches and 
culverts and scraping and rolling the surface right away. 
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Already the cars can be driven on top. As I saw the 
bulldozer working, I said over and over again in my heart, 
“Thank the Lord.” We hope to begin our Bible School 
and houses soon. Pray for us that the Lord will guide 
and help us in this project. He has provided till now and 
I know He will continue to do so. We have received a 
permit from Public Works to go ahead with the construc- 
tion. We have made an appeal for a customs’ franchise, 
also. It is very possible that it will be granted. If it is, 
we can buy materials here or bring them in without pay- 
ing customs. 
Remember your missionaries and the work in prayer.—

said what He meant and meant what He said. He is the 
Way, the Truth, and the Life—the only Door into heaven. 
Should this message of repentance, which ushered in this 
present dispensation of grace, be modified for a mod- 
ernized and streamlined gospel? NO! “. . . for there is 
none other name under heaven given among men, where- 
by we must be saved.” Modernism seeks to destroy this 
and other cardinal truths of the Word of God, but by 
pulling the varnish and veneer off modernism, you'll dis- 
cover its origin—conceived of the devil and born in hell. 

On one occasion Jesus asked Peter what men had to 
say regarding His identity. Peter replied that some 
thought Him to be Elijah, others supposed Him to be Jer- 
emiah, and many thought He was John the Baptist. Then 
Jesus became more specific and asked Peter his opinion 
concerning His identity. Peter quickly replied, “Thou art 
the Christ, the Son of the living God.” 

His statement was not a snap judgment—he did not 
first speak and then think—he was not ill-informed. 
Peter was a disciple; he saw and heard the things which 
Jesus did and taught. Many gave clear-cut, positive state- 
ments as to whom Jesus really was. Just to mention a 
few, think of Philip, Nathanael, Andrew, and the woman 
of Samaria. We must be like them. We must, through 
an experiential knowledge of the wondrous workings of 
His grace within, make a personal declaration of His 
deity and testify to His power sublime. Even the Roman 
centurion knew Him because of the quiet yieldingness 
with which He, praying for the forgiveness of the ruth- 
less men who had wronged Him, hung on the cross. When 
the sun refused to shine and the earth began to tremble, 
he exclaimed, “Surely this was the Son of God.” 

When Eliezer, the servant of Abraham, was returning 
from his mission of selecting a bride for his master’s 
son, Isaac, he was faithful to inform Rebekah about this 
young man she was soon to meet. As he talked to her, 
she found herself in love with Isaac before she had ever 
met him! Why? because she was thrilled and pleased at 
the thought of meeting such a wonderful person as Isaac 
seemed to be. We, too, though never having seen Jesus, 
love Him dearly because of the divine proclamation of 
love written with the nails of the cross of Calvary where 
Jesus died. This message emanates from the throne of 
God and is conveyed to our hearts by the Holy Spirit, 
who is now preparing a bride for Christ. 

A little girl listened to the preacher as he told about 
that wonderful place called heaven. He told of the gates 
of pearl, the walls of jasper, and the streets of gold. 
Finally, the little girl, with tears dimming her vision, 
turned to her mother and sobbed, “Mommy, heaven will 
be a wonderful place, but most of all I want to see Jesus— 
the One who died for you and Daddy and me and heals 
us when we’re sick.” 

Thomas was called a doubter because he did not accept 
Jesus as being supernatural and equal with the Father— 
that is, not until after the resurrection. When told that 
Christ had risen from the dead and had appeared to sev- 
eral of them, Thomas ignored the possibility and de- 
clared that he wouldn’t believe until he saw Jesus and 
touched Him. The time came when the disciples, includ- 
ing Thomas, were together in a room behind closed 
doors, at which time Christ came in and walked delib- 
erately over to Thomas and told him to put his fingers 
in His nail-scarred hands and to thrust his hands into 
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His riven side. Thomas fell on his knees and exclaimed, 
“My Lord and my God.” We must not be doubters as 
Thomas was. We must see Christ as our Lord and our 
God even before we see Him in person. 

Paul said in Hebrews 2:9, “But we see Jesus, who was 
made a little lower than the angels .. . crowned with 
glory and honour; that he by the grace of God should 
taste death for every man.” It is the privilege of every 
person to fall in His presence and to catch a vision of 
Him in His humanity—suffering untold pain and dying 
the ignominious death of the cross—and to see Him in 
His deity—able to save from the uttermost to the upper- 
most. What condescension! He was made man to suffer 
and die; He died because He wanted to save us; He saved 
us because He loves us. People always want the visible, 
the tangible. Many doubt the reality of Christ because 
they can’t see Him. We must see Jesus with our hearts, 
not with our eyes; with our spirits more than our minds. 
There are those who have started with real spiritual 
victory but lost sight of their Lord and turned back, but 
be assured that He can finish that which He has begun. 
Remember 1 Thessalonians 5:24, “Faithful is he that 
calleth you, who also will do it.” 

The Greeks came inquiring and said, “Sirs, we would 
see Jesus.” Most people have eyes for everything else but 
God. Many have other places to go than to church; they 
have other friends to know rather than Him “whom to 
know aright is life eternal.” They prefer to do other 
things rather than to serve God in the beauty of holiness. 
It is true that we are living in a world of complex affairs 
in which there are many voices calling to all of us, but if 
a person is desirous to know God, there will be, above 
the din and confusion, one different voice—that of our 
Master. There will be a revelation of Jesus which will 
never escape your memory!

heaven followed him upon white horses, clothed in fine 
linen, white and clean. And out of his mouth goeth a 
sharp sword, that with it he should smite the nations: 
and he shall rule them with a rod of iron: and he tread- 
eth the winepress of the fierceness and wrath of Al- 
mighty God. And he hath on his vesture and on his thigh 
a name written, KING OF KINGS, AND LORD OF 
LORDS. And I saw an angel standing in the sun; and he 
cried with a loud voice, saying to all the fowls that fly 
in the midst of heaven, Come and gather yourselves to- 
gether unto the supper of the great God; That ye may 
eat the flesh of kings, and the flesh of captains, and the 
flesh of mighty men, and the flesh of horses, and of 
them that sit on them, and the flesh of all men, both 
free and bond, both small and great,” Revelation 19:11- 
18. 

Jerusalem will at last become “a city of peace.” Its 
name literally means “foundation of peace.” The world 
has never had peace since sin entered, and there can 
never be peace until the Prince of Peace rules in Jerusa- 
lem. Then the Holy City will be “the joy of the whole 
earth” and the foundation of peace for all the world. 
Peace, prosperity, and the knowledge of the Lord shall 
cover the earth as the waters cover the sea. 

To the carnal man there is little hope for the morrow, 
but to the spiritual man, to the blood-washed child of 
God, who is redeemed from the curse of the law, there is 
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a peace that passes all understanding. Having been pur- 
chased with the precious blood of Jesus, we can rest upon 
the promise, not of a statesman or a political party, but 
of Jesus Christ. “In my Father’s house are many man- 
sions: if it were not so, I would have told you. I go to 
prepare a place for you. And if I go and prepare a place 
for you, I will come again, and receive you unto myself; 
that where I am, there ye may be also,” John 14:2, 3. The 
comforting words spoken to the disciples by the angel 
of the Lord at Christ’s ascension remain to comfort us 
today: “Ye men of Galilee, why stand ye gazing up into 
heaven? this same Jesus, which is taken up from you 
into heaven, shall so come in like manner as ye have 
seen him go into heaven,” Acts 1:11. Come desolation— 
and it will—come heartache and trouble, there seems to 
be no end to these. We can join with the apostle Paul 
in saying, “I know he is able to keep that which I have 
committed unto him against that day.” 

Now as always the Holy Spirit pleads with men to be 
reconciled to God, for now is the accepted time; now is 
the day of salvation. Let us not presume upon His long- 
suffering kindness, but let each find the place of favor 
at the feet of Jesus, the One whose brow was crowned 
with thorns, whose hands were nail-scarred, and “Which 
in his time he shall shew, who is the blessed and only 
Potentate, the King of kings, and Lord of lords,” 1 Timo- 
thy 6:15. 

As the world moves on unheedingly toward the tribula- 
tion period and Armageddon, may the children of God 
everywhere remember that, both then and now, “Blessed 
are all they that put their trust in Him!”

the fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, longsuffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, Meekness, temperance: 
against such there is no law,” Galatians 5:22, 23. Please 
take notice of the last few words of verse 23, “against 
such there is no law.” Yes, there isn’t any law which says 
that we must or can just love so far, and that is the limit. 
Whatever amount of love, joy, peace, longsuffering, gen- 
tleness, goodness, faith, meekness, or temperance it may 
take for you to overcome any and every problem, trial, 
or burden, God’s grace is sufficient to supply your need 
only for the asking. “Ask, and it shall be given you; seek, 
and ye shall find; knock, and it shall be opened unto 
you,” Matthew 7:7. 


THE WORDS of my text state that “ye 
which are spiritual restore such an one in the spirit of 
meekness.” Whenever someone is in need of help, we who 
are spiritual should give him aid. If we are not spiritual, 
we cannot hope to be able to deliver someone, because if 
the blind lead the blind, both will fall into the ditch. 
We do not fight against flesh and blood, but against 
powers, and principalities in high places. We need the 
power of God within us so that we may be able to deliver 
those in need. 

When we are fleshly and not spiritual, we condemn 
our brother in his wrongdoing, but we should love him 
and encourage him to find his strength in the Lord. “Owe 
no man any thing, but to love one another: for he that 
loveth another hath fulfilled the law,” Romans 13:8. Je- 
sus gave many examples of His love to those who needed 
help. “And he spake this parable unto them, saying, What 
man of you, having an hundred sheep, if he lose one of

ness, and go after that which is lost, until he find it? 
And when he hath found it, he layeth it on his shoulders, 
rejoicing. And when he cometh home, he calleth to- 
gether his friends and neighbours, saying unto them, 
Rejoice with me; for I have found my sheep which was 
lost,” Luke 15:3-6.

Who will tell them 
the “good news” that Jesus died to save them from their 
sins? Let us seek to be spiritual and to have the fruits of 
the Spirit, which are these—love, joy, peace, longsuffer- 
ing, gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, and temper- 
ance—working and bringing forth their fruits in our 
daily lives. 








RELIGIOUS EXPERIENCE LEAVES WOMAN ABLE TO WALK AND EAT

READING THE BIBLE—In the Biblical days people were healed by having 
faith and the same thing is happening today. Last week at the Church of 
God in Lakedale, Mrs. Pearl Bullock entered the church with the aid of a 
crutch, After being prayed for by visiting Evangelist F. H. Collier, she left 


the crutch in the church and walked home unassisted. 





Collier, a visiting evangelist. 

Back in 1938 Mrs. Bullock suffered 
her first stroke. She survived only to 
be stricken again in 1943. The second 
stroke left her lame in the left foot 
and hand. 

She learned to use a crutch. She 
hobbled down steps backward. She 
dragged her foot on the floor and 
ground and had to have metal taps 
put on the bottom of her left shoe so 
it wouldn’t wear out so quickly. She 
wanted to visit relatives in other 
states, but was unable to do so be- 
cause of her condition. 

But all that is changed now. Mrs. 
Bullock relates in her own words her 
wonderful experience. 

“About half way through the ser- 
mon,” she says, “the evangelist said 
someone could get healed if they 
wanted to be prayed for and would 
come up to the rostrum. Several peo- 
ple were ahead of me, because I had 
to take time to pick up my crutch and 
drag along. 

“When the evangelist laid his hand 
on my head and prayed for me, I felt 
the Spirit go from the top of my head, 
out of my fingers, down through my 
body and out of my toes. 

“IT didn’t know anything for a little 
while and when I came to know any- 
thing I was sitting in a chair and the 
preacher said that I had been walk- 
ing without my crutch. He asked me 
if I wanted to tell the congregation 
what the Lord had done for me. I told 
the congregation I hadn’t walked 
without a crutch in eleven years and 
that I thanked God for healing my 
body.” 

After telling her thrilling story, the 
neat, slender housewife told of the 
hardships she suffered prior to the 
time of her healing, and the every- 
day happenings that she now enjoys. 
For instance, before she was healed 
Mrs. Bullock’s diet consisted entirely 
of liquids. The reason for the liquid 
diet, Mrs. Bullock declared, was that 
according to doctors the nerves in her 
throat were dead, and thus she could 
not get solid food past her throat. The 
Tuesday after being healed Monday 
night Mrs. Bullock fasted her break- 
fast because she had promised to give 
up her breakfast for the Lord. 














A Massey Hill housewife, crippled 
for eleven years, is walking about nor- 
mally today. She left her crutch in 
church. 

And she’s eating solid foods for the 
first time since she suffered a stroke 
six years ago. 

“Have faith in God and you can be 
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healed as I have,” says Mrs. Pearl 
Bullock, of 2024 Progress Street, Mas- 
sey Hill. 

Mrs. Bullock, wife of a Lakedale 
machinist, says that God’s hand 
touched her and cured her ills March 
15 at the Lakedale Church of God 
during services conducted by F. H. 


Tuesday at noontime Mrs. Bullock 
seated herself at the table and 
lunched on butterbeans, backbone, 
pickles, and biscuits. This was the first 
solid food that had passed her throat 
in six years. 

When asked if she thought that she 
could eat solid food on that day, Mrs.
